SIENKIEWICZ TO HIS AMERICAN COR- 
RESPONDENTS. 


JEREMIAH CURTIN has addressed a commu- 
nication to the press, in which he quotes the 
following passage from a letter that he recent- 
ly received from Henryk Sienkiewicz : 

‘*T receive a multitude of letters from America. Ina 
few weeks upward of two hundred and s-venty have 
come to me, and eight or ten new ones arrive every day, 
These letters are so many in number that in view of my 
work and family afflictions [ have been unable to answer 
them. I shall send replies to all those letters, but not till 
I have finished ‘The Knights of the Cross.’ That 
work done, I shall take up at once the letters sent me 
from America, for that country and the veople who are 
masters of it are to me truly and profoundly sympa- 
thetic.’’ 

Mr. Curtin explains that ‘‘the family afflic- 
tions to which Sienkiewicz refers above are the 
death of his father-in-law, Pan Sietkiewicz, a 
most worthy and genial gentleman, and the 
iilness of his daughter Yadviga, whom, after 
her recovery, he had to take to the coast of the 
Mediterranean. ‘The Knights of the Cross,’ 
which Sienkiewicz is writing at present, will be 
finished, he hopes, before the New Year. This 
is a work of remarkable merit, a work unparal- 
leled in contemporary literature for pathos and 
power,a work which, I am sure, will attract 
more attention than any of the author’s books 
except ‘ Quo Vadis.’
